fraud charges left U.S. army au- 
thorities in a legal quandary over 
disposition of an automobile they 
impounded from a civilian lawyer 
on the basis of the charges of» 
which the lieutenant was cleared. 

The automobile—reputedly once 
owned by a German SS general— 
was seized last November by Ar- 
my Officials from Taas L, Foley, 
Hayward, Cualif., lawyer, who had 
bought it from the lieutenant, 
Charles ©, Teague, Birmingham, 
Ala. 

Foley cabled a 
President Truman charging his 
automobile was summarily im- 
pounded without any legal pro- 
cess.” 

Army officials answered that 
Teague had not acquired title to 
the car legally and so could not 
legally sell it. 

Teague, however, was acquitted 
of obtaining title to the car by 
fraud in a court martial in which 
he was defended by Foley’s former 
legal associate, Earl J. Carroll, 
San Bruno, Calif. 

Foley, in the meantime, went 
back to California, vowing to 
campaign for a U. S. Senate in- 
vestigation of the Army’s admin- 
istration of justice in Germany. 
He withdrew from several court 
martial cases in which he was 
defense attorney, charging it was 
“impossible to obtain a fair trial 
in this command.”

Assuming that the great majority of citizens want what 
is bost for our splendid City of Upland, it may contribute to 
cleay thinking to consider certain facts and the conclusions 
that may be drawn from them. 

First, the City of Upland derives its powers from the 
State cf California. No city has any implied powers; it can 
do only what is expressly granied. Further, cities without 
a freeholder’s charter are governed entirely by state laws. 
Also, a large part of the actions of city officials is governed 
by what is often called “judge-made laws”; that is, by deci- 
sions of the Appellate and Supreme courts. The city at- 
forney must be familiar with ihese decisions in any particu- 
lar case and advises the council or other city officials in 
accord with them. 

It is an easy thing to say that one favors “controlled busi- 
ness” on Foothill boulevard, but to control it so that Foot- 
hill will not degenorate as “A" Street has in Ontario is not 
sO casy. Zoning crdinances are concerned with public 
safety and with beneficial use of the land areas and ar- 
teries of travel oi the city. Building codes emphasize public 
It is not possible, under court decisions, to control 
business by ordinance, either building code or zoning. If a 
proposed building complies with the building code, a per- 
mit for its erection must be given. In these days of high 
building costs, it is not feasible to control types of building 
by minimum cost requirement, and in any case such a lim- 
itation is no protection against ugly structures. 

The only way in which business can be effectively con- 
trolied cs to type of structure and location and use is by 
covenants i: deeds which “run with the land” or by mutual 
contract ot all property owners in an area. Such contract 
must be drawn so that it is binding on the heirs and assigns 
ci the present owners, and to be protective must be entered 
inte by all owners. 

During the nearly three years that I have been on the 
Planning Commission, not one proposition other than com- 
paratively small scalo structures, often on a financial “shoe- 
string”, have come before the Planning Commission _ till 
hharold K. Hemingway‘s proposal was presented officially 
two weeks ago.

Former Russian Sailor Fears He 
Will Be Killed If He Goes Back 


SAN FRANCISCO, (/P)-—Alex- 
ander Feodervitch Lobanov, a 
Russian seaman who fears he wilt 
be killed if he ever again boards 
a Soviet ship or returns to. his 
homeland, was quoted by the 
Chronicle as saying Russia exer- 


| cises the closest surveillance over 





its seamen when they visit for- 
eign ports. 

“T have been a Russian sailor 
since 1928," Lobanov told the 
Chronicle. “Since then I have 
been everywhere. Russian. sea- 
men must sign a paper that they 
will not go anywhere ashore alone. 
They must sign a statement say- 
ing they will not read foreign 
papers, that they will not answer 


questions about Russia or visit 
any homes in the ports they 
reach. 

“Even so, IT picked up some 


IKinglish, maybe 700 or 800-words. 
So it is they asked me to take a 
job in Portland, Oregon, in 1943. 
In this job 1 was to help Russian 


seamen find places to live ashore. 


(Portland was headquarters for 
lend-lease shipments to Russia 
during the war.) 

‘T did not like to live with the 
Russians. I wanted to live. in 
freedom like the Americans. They, 
my superiors, soon find out about 
this feeling and I was ordered to 


report aboard a ship which would, 


take me back to Russia. 

“IT bought a ticket for San 
Francisco. When I returned to my 
room there were two Russian men 
there. They put me in an auto- 
mobile, hitting me and, making 
me go with’ them. 

“Finally a policeman saw these 
meén hitting me. They took me 
to’ the police tsation and they 
believed my story, but, they let 
the Russians go.

“After that, on Jan. 11, 1945, 
your immigration officials helped 
me get a job aboard a Belgian 
ship. Since that first voyage 1 
have sailed on American ‘ships. 
But, fast month when I docked at 
Los Angeles, they told me I could 
no Ionger sail because I have no 
passport.” 

Lobanov told the Chronicle a 
lawyer advised him to go to the 
Soviet consulate and ask for a 
passport.

“We have definite knowledge 
that the blind, across the board 
cut will result: 1. Dangerous 
cuts in further national defense 
apprcpriations and, 2. Drastic re- 
ductions in Federal appropriations 
to California projects such as Cen- 
tral valley, flood control, high- 
way aid program, agricultural 
price supports, long range hous- 
ing program for civilian and vet- 
eran emergency needs, school 
lunch program, social security aia 
to the aged and the veterans.”
